Charged with having murdered Wat- 
son Allen on Christmas day, R. H.

Riddle Body. 

On the afternoon of the shooting 
Chance sent two negroes, it was testi- 
fied, to see if Allen was at home, and 
the negroes, finding him there, re- 
turned and reported ‘it to Chance. 
The five defendants immediately drove 
over to the home of Alien and on ap- 
proachiag the house Allen opened fire 
on them, and they returned the fire, 
riddling the body of Allen, who was 
in his touse, it was stated. The 
house was riddled with buckshot and 
bullets from a high-powered rifle 
which passed through four walls.

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Wartield Explains Purpose 
Of New Loan Application 


New York, March 21.—(Special.)—S. Davies Warfield, president, 
National Association of Owners of Railroad securities, in a letter, now 


being sent to the railroads, announces the purpose of the security | 


owners in the application made to the Interstate Commerce commission 
by the National Railway Service corporation for a loan of $100,000,000 
from the revolying fund to be used in rehabilitating part or all of the 
300,000 freight cars belonging to the railroads now unfit for service. 

This letter is directed to Dahie] Willard, chairman, advisory com- 
mittee, Association of Railway Executives; L. F. Loree, chairman, 
Eastern Presidents’ Conference, and Samuel M. Felton, chairman, 
Western Presidents’ conference. Copies are being sent to the presi- 
dents of Class I railroads. 

In these letters Mr. Warfield states that the National Railway 
Service corporation~—organized by, the association of security owners— 
is prepared to lay before the carriers plans for financing the rebuilding 
or rehabilitation of their freight cars now unfit for service, to meet the 
return of normal business. | 

The letter makes the important statement that under the terms of 
the lease agreement of the Service corporation it is not thought that a 
carrier will be required to advance a cash margin as has been cus- 
tomary. This will relieve the treasuries of the railroads of the- necessity 
of making extraordinary expenditures to provide for the under-main- 
tenance of equipment which, it is stated, is the course of the present 
mprecedented number of unfit cars, and properly a charge against the 
United States Railroad administration, which it apparently fails to 
recognize as a just debt that should have been promptly paid. 

As collateral for the loans from the revolving fund to the Service 
corporation, it will give its deferred lien certificate secured by the 
equipment until paid for. The investors to purchase prior lien to the 
certificates taken by the government. 


Two Plans. 
The Service corporation provides 
two plans under which equipment 


may be rebuilt or parchased. The 
cars in both cases become the prop- 
erty of the carriers upon meeting all 
semi-annual and maturity payments 
incident to the transaction. The 
Service corporation operates without 
profit—as a public agency. 

It is stated in the letters that while 
the chief purpose is to put the un- 
serviceable freight cars of the coun- 
try in condition to meet normal busi- 
ness requirements without further 
financial strain on the carriers, new 
equipment may also be financed. It 
j inted out that the expenditures 

e made will be of great moment 
90 the general manufacturing indus- 
try of the country, 4s well as to the 
railrouds, and should give a decided 
impetus to business. 

The letters state that any carrier 
that desires to avail itself of the op- 
portunities afforded is in no way 
committed to the policy of pooling 
freight ears recently advoeated by rep- 
resentatives of the association in pub- 
lic hearings before the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

No Pooling. 

In this connection, Mr. Warfield 
said: “There is no purpose to im- 
pose car pooling on any railroad in 
the use of the National Railway Serv- 
ice corporation in financing the re- 
building, of its unfit freight cars or 
in securing new equipment; a carrier 
is in no way committed to the pool- 
ing of its cars. That question is now 
hefore the interstate commerce com- 
mismon, and a conclusion will be 
pressed in respect to it. The enor- 
mous savings and better service to 
shippers that will result from a na- 
tional pool of freight cars of the rail- 
roads, by adding business methods to 
the present technical administration 


of car service, can be too readily 
demonstrated to leave much doubt as 
to the final adoption of plans to put 
the proposals in effect. 

“Lower freight rates. must come 


from economies in railroad adminis- 
tration, not by forcing net operating 
revenue below the credit danger line, 
Great economies can be realized. Car 
pooling alone will result in 8300, 
000,000 annual saving. 

“Methods to attain such eonomies 
were urged by the security owners as 
far back as January, 1919. If adopt- 
ed now results could not be obtained 
in time for the commission to give 
| them consideration in their decision 
growing out of the recent rate hearing. 
We hope the efforts of the security 
owners in advancing constructive pre- 
posals which will ultimately mean 
lower freight rates will be recognized 
by the shipper; in the meantime, 
fair treatment is asked.” 


Work on Idle Cars. 


Mr. Warfield stated that the first 
thing to be done is to put idle bad 
‘order freight cars in proper condition 
while they are idle and not await 
the return of business, and with it 
another series of embargoes due to 
freight congestion as occurred in the 
fall of 1920. 

It is stated that with the use of 
the entire $100,000,000 loan from the 
revolving fund, the National Railway 
Service corporation should be able 
to finance a total of $250,000,000. to 
be made available to the carriers 
for the purposes named.
